Hello Councilmember O’Ferrell,

community service projects. Much of my community involvement can be attributed to my young life, as a Boy Scout, 
later reaching Eagle. There I learned that service comes before self and that at every opportunity, I should make an 
effort to do something that makes someone else’s life just a little bit easier. That, along with a plethora of other 
reasons, is why I am writing this email to you today.
